In the steict significence of terms farming means more than agri- 
culture. HAgriculture (Latin ager, a field, and cultura, cultivation), 
literally signifies simply the cultivation of the soil, while farming in- 
cludes many allied branches of art and science, as‘stockraising, orchard- 
ing, etc,, each branch requiring expert capability and skill for ite suc- 
cessful prosecution. So thut farming is not a‘single science, but an 
assemblage of sciences. Not only should the farmer understand the 
physical condition and something of the chemical constituents of soils, 
the chracteristics, varieties and growth of plants and methods of culti- 
vation, but he should also possess a knowledge of animals—their ana- 
tomy, physiology, methods of feeding and care, diseases and treatment, 
Then he must be a mechanician— must understand the construction and 
operation of machinery. used on the farm. It is necéeseary that the farm- 
er have some acquaintance with commercial law and with business 
inethods, To the’subjecte named should be added a knowledge of the 
structure and laws of his own being—hie anatomy and physiology, hy-, 
giene, with attention to moral and mental science. He should also be| 
conversant with currant events and affairs of goverment, that he may 
act his part in public as well ae in private life.

not do for the farmer; he must be a man of versatility, resourcefulness, 
and ability, unhampered by unvarying rufes. The successful farmer 
must possess breadth and strength as well as versatility of mind. The 
fields of nature and those of science lie before hiin.and about him. — It 
may be well questioned whether any other-sphere in life affords so large 
a scope for practical enquiry, progress and scientitic research as doer 
farming. The most exact of the farmers’ knowledge of the nature and 
resources of the soil and of plant and animal life the more complete 
should be the measure of his success. He may be self eduented by 
careful experimentation, He may—and the more progressive farme: 
does—conduct experiments with the different kinds and varieties ot 
crops, under the direction of agricultural colleges. He should also study 
the valuable literature sent out by these colleges and by the government. 
The leading agricultural journals, huwever, leave the farmer no excus 
for ignorance in matters pertaining to his occupation. If he desires: 
broader cujture, books on any subject he may choose are easily withis 
his reach.

The Canadian Pacific Railway re- 
port good progress in connection with 
the construction of their big dam at 
Bassano, Alta. This dam is being er- 
ected by the Irrigation Department of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway to di- 
vert water from the Bow River into 
the main canal of the east section of 
the irrigation block. It will consist 
when completed of an earth embank- 
ment on the south bank of the Bow 
river, and a reinforced concrete spill in 
the existing river channel, connected 
at the northerly end with the canal 
headgates. The river is approximately 
600 feet wide at this point, its south 
bank having a gravel beach several 
hundred feet in width, at the thickest 
part of the base, containing approxi- 
mately one million cubic yards of 
earth. Its upper surface will be 
paved with boulder concrete or rein- 
forced concrete slubs. 

The total léngth of the weir wi 


about six hundred feet, another con- 
struction will be about 720 feet in 
length between “abutments. The 
overflow crest will be at a maximum 
height of forty feet, above which 
be hm 
eleven feet of water will be retained 
by structural steel gates. . 

The spillway will contain about 
40,000 cubie yards of concrete, and 
1,250 tons of reinforcing steel. 

This dam of the O. P. R. at Bassano 
is probably the largest which is now 
being built in Canada,

In 1900, when Mr, Lount was call- 
ed to the bench, the cha : was hand- 
ed over to the junior member, Mr, 
George A. Kingston, the oniy Con- 
servative member of the firm at that 
time, who was retiring. 

Some few years later Mr. Kingston 
was present as secretary of the Bor- 
den Club of Toronto at a banquct 
given by the club at the King Edward 
in honor of the leader of the Con- 
servative party and shortly afterward 
asked Mr, Borden to allow him, on 
that happy occasion in the future 
to which all Conservatives looked for- 
ward as not far distant when he 
should be Premier of Canada, to make 
him a present of the chair.

Swiss Colony For Rockies,

According to Bradstreets at the end 
of August the savings in the various 
chartered banks of Canada totalled 
$575,740,956, an increase since a year 
ago of $30,600,000, While the great 
bulk of the ready available savings 
of the people is to be found in the 
chartered banks, there*were on Aug- 
ust 30 deposited in the financial in- 
stitutions a total of $86,037,166, Of 
this amount $14,647,872 was in the 
|Government savings bank, at the end 
of 1910, while $43,586,357 was in the 
postoflice savings bank and $27,772,- 
937 was in the loan and building so- 
cieties, This brings the total up to 
$661,778,122, or un average of $82 per 
head of population, asuming the pop- 
ulation to be 8,000,000,

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SWINDLES IN BARGAINS 


OLD’ FRAUDS THAT STILL LURE 
LONDON PEOPLE. 


The Young Man In Finantial Dis: 
tress Who Has to Sell His Per. 
fectly Good Bicycle Has a Host 
of Imitators Who Unload. Scores 
of Things on “Over-Anxious Pur- 
chasers—Widow a Hard Worker. 


Frauds, my deaf sir, nearly all of 
them, said a well-known detective to 
a writer in London Tit-Bits; from tho 
destitute widow, who is driven to 
sacrifice her handsome furs for a 
trifle, to the newly-fledged bride, who 
is willing to disfose of her duplicate 
wedding presents at a third of their 
value. ind, I don’t say that all 
such advertisements are swindles; 
but I will stake my professional re- 
putation that a. very large number of 
them are. s 

Shall I tell you how the swindle 
originated? In the middle ‘seventies 
a London bicycle dealer was face to 
face with bankruptcy.~ Only a mir- 
acle could save him. Then a happy 
idea flashed into his brain, and the 
illowing advertisement was the re- 
sult: M é 

“A gentleman, in extreme financial 
distress, is obliged to dispose of his. 


.| almost-new bicycle for 25 per cent. 


less than it cost him only ten days 
ago.”” He was deluged with replies 
from eager purchasers, all addressed 
to his private house; and his bicycles 
went off “like hot cakes,” each ac- 
companied by a full receipt, made 
out by himself at the shop. 

He was not ony saved; he found 
Lis idea so profitable that he extend- 
ed it. As a gentleman about to 
emigrate, he disposed of housefuls of 
second-hand, low-class furniture at a 
big profit; as a widow he found pur- 
chasers for tons of family plate—and 
so on, until he was able to retire on 
quite a substantial fortune, instead 
of drifting to th workhouse. 

To-day this ingenious gentleman 
has his imitators by the score; and 
no doubt they are all reaping a good 
harvest through the advertisement 
columns of our newspapers, You 
must have seen these seductive an- 
Pounemente many a time, such as 

his; 

“Son of rich banker, obliged to 
leave England at once for his health, 
must dispose of the entire furniture 
of his splendidly-appointed flat,” etc. 
The “gentleman” is no more going 
abroad than I am. If you go to his 
flat you will see it, in a judiciously: 
subdued light, full of tempting furni- 
ture, all of which he is forced to: 
sacrifice immediately, If you are 
foolish enough to become a pur- 
chaser, you will be inclined to kick 
ourself for the rest of your life. 

he “rich banker's son,” though he 
Lf play the part to perfection, is 
really the agent of some shady 
second-hand furniture dealer; and 
his furniture, which looks so plausi- 
ble, tricked out in, the darkened 
rooms, is rubbish, dear at any price. 
The same gentleman, too, has been 
“going abroad” for years past. His 
furniture, flatful after flatful, goes; 
but he tarries. You see, it pays him 
to stay at home, 

The.. there is the lady (oh, those 
widows!) who has lost her husband, 
and is compelled to sacrifice her 
treasured belongings — her grand 
piano, her silver, her valuable furs— 
all at ridiculous prices, just to keep 
the wolf from the door. Here is a 
fine chance of combining philan- 
thropy with a good bargain; and you 
feel tempted. But don’t. * . 

That widow lives in mourning, 
and is really very happy in it, though 
she must, from the time she has 
worn her weeds, have buried several 
husbands. Ter piano (of which she 
has sold scores) is foreign, turned 
out wholesale, and dear at half the 
price she is willing to sacrifice it for, 
the silver is ‘Brummagem,” and 
worth less than the showy cases that 
enshrine it; and as for her valuable 
furs—well, the animals wouldn't 
know them. The goods are all drawn 
and replaced from a_ neighboring 
warehouse full of such rubbish. 

Then there is the lady who ‘‘must 
sell privately two handsome Oriental 
diamond and ruby rings, 18-carat 
gold-cased,” for a few shillings each, 
as many shillings as they ought to 
be worth pounds. The same adver- 
tisement appears hundreds of times 
all over the country; but the two 
rings, like the widow's cruse of oil, 
never fail. Of course, the rings are 
of the most pubuishy kind of sham 
jewellery, and the benevolent lady 
makes at least 200 per certt. profit on 
each of them. 

I might give you dozens of other 
examples, from unredeemed pledges, 
literally thrown away, to the violin 
said to be a genuine Stradivarius, 
sacrificed for forty shillings (and 
really costing a tenth of that sum). 
They all represent sacrifices—and tha 
buyer is the victim. 


™ The Road-Makers. 

A very favorite plan when making 
farm roads is to thro wdown a quan- 
tity of brushwood, and then to pile 
stones, brickbats, and rubble upon 
it. The brushwood ensures good 
drainage, and also a certain springi- 
ness. Railway engineers often uso 
brushwood as a foundation for their 
tracks. 

The Romans used blocks of solid 
stone as a foundation for their roads, 
and many highways made by the 
conquerors in Britain still exist. 

Loudon McAdam, who gave us our 
modern system of road-making, flour- 
ished in the ‘early part of the last 
century, and the first macadamized 
road was luid in 1818, 

About the same time wooden pave- 
ments were tried in London, but 
steam rollers were not used till 1868, 

The system of turring macadam 
‘rouds is of very resent introduction, 
and is due to the advent of the motor 
car.—London Answers,
